TWO VICTIMS BURIED TODAY 


New Year Celebrations Abandoned 
by Village in Respect to 
Memory of Clerks. 


Detectives investigating the attempted 
hold-up of the First National. Bank, in 
Pearl\ River, N. Y., and the murder of 
two bank enmiployes by a banait at 
Thursday noon, believed yesterday, that 
they knew the identity of the robber. 
They are searching for a professional 
hold-up man who recently was released 
from prison. The mah is a drug addict 
who answers to the description of the 
Pearl River bandit and whose. picture 
has been“identified by employes of the 
bank. He has the -reputation of com- 
mitting ‘reckless crimes with the odds 
against him when under the influence of 
drugs, and the Pearl River robbery 
bears the marks of his work. 

Captain William A. Jones, head of the 
private detective agency investigating 
the crime forthe Rockland County au- 
thoritiés, took the man's | picture to 
Pearl River yesterday for identification, 
and réturned’ to New York last night 
with Felix B. De Martinj, his partner. 
it is considered likely that the bandit 
escaped to New York and may now be 
in hiding here. .The trail left when he 
escaped from Pearl River,in- a Ford 
automobile has been lost across the New 
Jersey. boundary line,

The two men arrested oh Friday night 
in Jerdey City had nothing to do with 
the ‘hold-up, according to -information 
given out by the police yesterday after 
examining the prisoners. 


New Attempt at Hold-Up. 

Pearl River, which has been in a state 
of excitement -since the crime, was 
roused to anger yesterday when another 
hold-up was reported in the vicinity. 
The natives believe that.a band-of auto- 
mobile highwaymen are operating ih the 
lonely back roads of Rocklani County 
and. ‘the adjoining Bergen County, - in 
New Jersey, and are demanding. better 
police. protection. Citizens are wearing 
arms openly and threatening to take the 
law into their oWn hands if there are 
further hold-ups.

11-Story Addition to Present 
Annex Will Make Plant the 
Largest in the World.

New Plant When Complete Will 
Be Able to Turn Out 8,000 
40-Page Papers Per Minute. | 


Tue New. York Times will dotible tie 
size and capacity of its various depart- 
ments in the course of the next few 
months by the erection of an elévef- 
story building adjoining and made a 
part..of the present Times Annex at 
217 to 229 West" Forty-third Street. The 
new structure will follow the architec- 
tural lines of the Annex, which has a 
frontage of 143 feet un the street and 
a depth of 100 feet. It is to be erected 
on a, plot O+by 100 feet, purchased 
by Tue Trmas in May, 1916.

The church, which was of brick and in 
height equivalent: te six stories; was 
bullt thirty, years, ago.on the site of the 
old. Church of St. Timothy, which was 
burned on, New” Year's Eve, 1889. The

nally in Mott’ Streét, united with. the

oldest ofthe city, dating back to 1810, 
and many persons of prominence were 
included .in its congregation. .. 

Besides the loss ‘of the church bullding, 
only thé walls of which were left stand- 
ing, and the damage to the chapel and 
parish house, which run back, to. West 
Fifty-sixth Street; the church records, 
on which ‘no ,,monetary’ value could .be 
placed, were consumed, along with the 


-| silyer.communidén service and other cere- 


monial piéces, most of Which were more 
than 100 years old. 
Many Mémorials Destroyed. 


‘The church contained a $50,000 organ 
and many memorials of great value, 
several stained glass windows and a 
reredos* “or altar soreén, which cost 
$20,000, having been “received as dona- 
tions recently, . The fire spread s0 
rapidly that there was’ no opportunity 
to_remove any of the movable altar fur- 
niture and all was’ destroyed. ‘ 

The fire was discoyered by Lee Stan- 
ley, an organ tuner, and his assistant, 
who were at work in the organ loft.. Mr. 
Stanley, who has béen employed by the 
echureh for thirty years, noticed smoke 
in, the loft “And notified Grenville  P. 
Ameés, the sexton, who found the heat in 
the loft so intense that he sent in an 
alarm by telephone at once. Mr. Ames 
said he had passed a door to the base- 
ment, where the furnace was located, 
just before the discovery of the smoke 
and there Was .no indication of-a fire 
there.” One theory of the origin of the 
fire was that it was caused by defective 
wiring, fin the organ, which was elec- 
trically opérated. 

The Rev, Frederick Burgess Jr., rector 
of the church and son of the Right Rev. 
Frederick Burgess, Bishop of Long 
Island, was in his study on an upper 
floor of the “parish housé: . Before he 
could get into the church and minutes 
before the arrival of the first firemen 
the flames had burst from the organ 
loft and swept through the church. The 
church was open, and from ten to a 
dozen persons, most of them women, 
Were at prayer. These ran to the street 
in safety. 


Clintenia Hotel Cleared. 


“Sm Joe” -Martin, Assistant Fire 
Chief, ved after the second alarm 
and ordered three more successive 
‘alarms, which moved practically every 


piece of fire apparatus in Manhattan 
between Jourteenth and 125th Streets. 
The fire Was fanned by a strong easterly 
wind, and the firemen ordered: all per- 
sons out of the Clintonia Hotel, 340 
West Fifty-seventh Street. Occupants of 
other near-by apartment houses also ran 
to the ‘street; and police reserves from 
three near-by precincts were required>to 
keep back the. immense crowd which 
gathered.

Prof. St. John Tells Astronomical 
Society It Is as Deserted — 
as the Moo-.

Professor “St. Yohn ‘exhibited ‘lantern 
slides today ..to- prove. ‘his contention.

The Spectrym showed neither ‘ oxygen 
lines hor water vapor lines, and, there- 
fore, the professor. conténded, there 
could be neither. oxygen nor water on 
the planet, and consequently no life. 

Professor H. N. Russell of | Princeton 
disputed this theory, declaring It -was 
not oxygen that caused life, ~but Iife 
that causéd oxygen. Professor Russell 
announced his belief that»even if there 
was no life on Venus at present, there 
might be life on. the planet in-a few 
hundred thousand years or so.

In arguing yesterday before Judge Ed- 
win L. Garvin, in the Federal Court in 
Brooklyn an application for’an injunc- 
tion to restrain the Federal prohibition 
authorities frorh interfering with the 
manufacture and permit-sale of ‘beer for 
medicinal purposes, William M. .K. Ol- 
eott, ceunsel for Piel “Brothers, Brook- 
lyn brewers, attacked the constitution- 
ality of the, Willis-Campbell law.

Second : It ~interfers» with ‘human 
rights because it. destroys the right of 
breweries to co-operate with phygicians, 
druggists and patients in the .galé of malt 
liquor for medicinal. purposes, a .use 
never . prohibited’ by the WBighteenth 
Amendment. 

Third: Because the attempt of Con- 
gress to. make such enactments is .not 
within its powers as contravening that

Fourth; On the broad ground that it 
fs’ an attempt on the part of Congress 
to usurp the police powers never given 
to it by the.

Dr. Kiiry is “quoted as advising the 
organizing of a solid national front in 
all Européan countries through the unit- 
ing. of all the industries connected with 
the production and distribution of strong 
drink,“ and as saying that ‘“‘ we must 
not say that we want to oppose absti- 
nence, but we must make the public be- 
lieve that we are only fighting against 
the abuses of abstinence.’’ In develop-

T will be difficult for the 
average American to read this 
fascinating book without an in- 
creasing sense of irritation; 
and the author's “halting and 

somewhat blundering explanation of 
the method employed in selecting the 
men whose personal histories and 
doings grace these pages carries but 
faint conviction in face of the reali- 
zation that Sir William did not 
consider the work of any American 
chemist essential to the evolution of 
the Atomic Theory, which is the 
keynote of this volume. It may be 
that no American did contribute 
anything of value to this develop- 
meut; I do not know. Nevertheless, 
it is difficult te reconcile the omis- 
sion of some mention of our great 
chemists with the knowledge that 
the suthor strays from his fixed 
point often enough to have admitted 
of their inclusion, 

One tearns from this book, indeed, 
that the development of the Atomic 
Theory and its intimate collaterals 
was limited to soméwhat rigid con- 
fines, namely, Great Britain and 
Ireland and some of the countries 
of the Continent of Europe. One 
learns, moreover, that chemistry, 
with its mighty industries and myri- 
ad ram , has a history of 
less than three centuries. For it is 
impossible. to confound chemistry, 


‘neticks, Chymicks, Mechanicks and 
Natural Experiments, with the state 
of these studies as then .cultivated 
at home and abroad.”

He was a brilliant mathematician 
and physicist, but his first published 
paper (on “ Factitious Airs ’’) had to 
dowith chemical research. Thispaper 
appeared in the Transactions of the 
Royal Society in 1766. It had to do 
with his experiments on carbonic 
acid, hydrogen and other gases al- 
ready known. His name is known 
in chemistry chiefly for his study of 
the properties of hydrogen and the 
establishment of the composition of 
water.

** Signs and Wonders,"’ by J. D. 
Beresford (G. P. Putnam’s Sons), 
presents that author in a new guise. 
These bits of fiction (there are sev- 
enteen of them in a book which runs 
to only 150 pages) are often of sym- 
bolic significance. Some of them are 
dreams, while others are fine bits of 
portraiture. All of them exhibit a 
tendency on the part of the author 
to approach. his subjects in a psy- 
chological manner. The method of 
Marration is often distinguished. Mr. 
Beresford, in these bits, shows him- 
self a better artist than he has ap- 
peared in the recent novels of which 
he has been guilty. 


“Phyllis Anne,’’ by Florence 
Ward (James A. McCann Company), 
is the story cf a young girl who goes 
on the stage. The novel has its mo- 
ments, but for the most part it is 
merely entertaining and not at all 
distinguished. Opportunity is af- 
forded by the exigencies of the plot 
to introduce a number of stage people 
and their artistic life.

‘‘The Sheridan Road Mystery,"’ 
by Paul and Mabel Thorne (Dodd. 
Mead & Co.), is a detective novel in 
which the authors have forgotten ail 
about literary style. Their one ob- 
jective has been to sustain the mys- 
tery, and this they do succeed in 
doing. A number of improbable 
happenings and -coincidences aid 
them in this endeavor and at the 
same time betray their limitations 
as good writers of this type of fic- 
tion. It takes a fine talent to turn 
out an excellent detective novel, and 
there are not so many of them as 
we may think, even with the deluge 
ot mystery tales that appear season 
after season. 


‘* Inez and ‘Trilby. May,” by Sewell 
Ford (Harper & Brothers), is one of 
those crisp, bantering tales, com- 
pact with amusing slang and the 
rather obvious humor that formed 
so large a part of the success of the 
Torchy stories, This time it is two 
girls, one of them of Swedish ex- 
traction, who come to New York in 
search of a long-lost uncle. They 
meet up with all sorts of adventures 
~—always humorous, of course—but 
their ready wit and slangily effect- 
ive style carry them through in 
triumph. 

“ Smiling Pass,” by Eliot H. Rob- 
inson (Boston: The-Page Company), 

. is a sequal to “ Smiles; a Rose of 
_ the Cumberiand,’’ which scored & 
‘moderate success some years ago.

** Madame Margot,” by John Ben- 
nett (the Century Company), is a 
little book, but it is compact with 
charm. The author will be remem- 
bered as the creator of that pleasing 
juvenile ‘‘ Master Skylark,’ a de- 
lightful picture of Shakespeare's 
time. This time he has taken an 
ol4 legend of Charieston, 8. C., and 
worked it into a story that holds up 
well from beginning to end. The 
theme is that of a beautiful creole 
who sells ber soul to the devil in 
order to keep her daughters pure, 
and, while it is grotesque, it is un- 
doubtedly dramatic. 

*“ Where the Pavement Ends,” by 
John Russell (Alfred A. Knopf), is 
a volume of fourteen short stories 
that appeared a few years ago as 
“‘ The Red Mark.” At that time it, 
for some strange reason, did~-not 
secure that portion of. popularity that 
it undoubtedly deserves. The stories, 
many of them laid in the South 
Seas, are unusual; the mysterious 
East is worked in with fine effect; 
and the technique of writing -is 
splendid. One must go to Kipling to 
find tales written with the same 
amazing strength and suspense: 

“In Blessed Cyrus,” by Laura E. 
Richards (D. Appleton & Co.), is 
one of those novels that depict in a 
delightful manner the daily life of 
a small town with all its typical in- 
habitants. Cyrus is a Maine village, 
and the author, who has laid stories 
in this locale before, knows every 
foot of the ground that she presents. 
The result is a gallery of characters 
redolent with atmosphere and form- 





ing in their ble a and 
amusing picture of &an authentic 
community. The book should be 


very popular, for it is composed in 
a genre of writing that has received 
much publicity in the last few years. 
**On His Toes,” by Irving T. Mc- 
Donaid (Dodd, Mead & Co.), is a 
story of motion-picture life, with 
studios, players, locations and all 
their paraphernalia thrown in galore. 
There is small ability in the telling, 
although the writer manages to be 
dramatic at times. He is dramatic 
in the same way that a film is, how- 
ever, working up to big scenes and 
straining the action in order to do 
so. At the same time it must be ad- 
mitted that he apparently knows all 
about the life in picture studios.

6) "Economic confusion in Europe, 
notably in the Central States, where 
paper currencies have been inflated 
during the: past few -months with 
greater rapidity than at any previous 
time. Consequent demoralization of 
foreign, exchange rates on those coun- 
tries, and increasing difficulty of trad- 
ing with them-at all. In Germany's 
case, breakdown of the contracted 
reparations payments, with the polit- 
ical crisis. created. by that ‘default.
